London, Sept. 1G. — The Graphic Bays 
it has learned that the real name of Ed- 
ward Bell, the American arrested at 
Glasgow for complicity in the dynamite 
conspiracy, is Ivory. The police regard 
him as a dupe of Tynan and others. 

The Times in the course of a discus- 
sion on the extradition of Tynan says 
that there is no doubt that the extradi- 
tion treaty with France would be retro- 
spective and could be made to cover the 
Phoenix park murders, lor which thero 
is a chance that extradition would.be 
granted, but the Times expresses doubt 
whether the treaty would cover the case 
of a culprit in a dynamite conspiracy. 

The Chronicle quotes a well informed 
Irish correspondent who declares that 
Tynan is not the genuine No. 1, butonly 
a braggart who posed as such. "He has 
been in London," declares the Chron- 
icle, "within a year. He was not ar- 
rested then ! It is quite unlikely that 
the foreign oflice will press very hard for 
his extradition, as the prosecution might 
lead to very embarrassing disclosures." 
The Chronicle Paris correspondent says: 
"The fact that Tynan fought against 
Germany in 1S70 is likely to weigh in 
lis favor witli tiio French authorities." 

The Daily News reports that it is 
itated in ofiicial circles that it is almost 
certain France will surrender Tynan. 

A Brussels dispatch to the Daily News 
leclafes that enough material has been 
seized at the resort of the suspects ar- 
rested at Antwerp to manufacture a half 
ton of dynamite. 

Paris, Sept. 10. — P. J. Tynan, the al- 
leged Irish dynamiter, up to yesterday 
evening had not applied for protection 
at the United States embassy here. 
There is said to he considerable doubt 
whether lie has been a naturalized Am- 
erican citizen. There is no truth in the 
report that Alexander Sullivan, the Irish 
eader, has been arrested here. 
'Liverpool, Sept. 16. — Among the pas- 
sengers sailing for New York on board 
the Cunard liner Aurania, is Mrs, 
Tynan, mother of P. J. Tynan, the 
alleged dynamiter, under arrest at Bou- 
logne-Sur-Mer. 

Glasgow, Sept. 10. — Edward Bell, the 
A.merican arrested on a charge of par- 
ticipating with Tynan, Kearny " and 
Haines; in a dynamite conspiracy to 
blow up the residence of Queen Victoria 
at Balmoral while the Czar is her guest, 
was handed to Scotland Yard detectives 
to-day and taken to London. 

Rotterdam, Sept. lti.— Kearney and 
Haines, the two alleged Irish dynami- 
ters, were interrogated by the chief of 
police here to-day. Both the prisoners 
refused to answer any of the questions 
put to them. Among the articles found 
in the pockets of the prisoners captured 
here was a bill from a druggist at Ant- 
werp (where a complete laboratory for 
the manufacrure of bombs was discov- 
ered in the prisoners' possession) for a 
arge quantity of chemicals, and a letter 
dated Boulogne-sur-Mer, Sept. 12, ad- 
iressed "J. Wallace," in which are the 
following passages: ''If you dare not 
go to Scotland Yard come to Boulogne, 
where we can talk the matter over." 
" Cowardice cannot be tolerated among 
our brothers." 

New York, Sept. 10. — There wore 
many visitors to-day at the headquarters 
of the Irish National Alliance. Many 
of the callers were Irishmen, who sought 
information about tlie arrest of Tynan, 
Kearney, Bell and Mann in Europe, up- 
on charges of being the principals in the 
alleged conspiracy to kill various crown- 
ed heads. The story tliat the alliance 
had a secret meeting last night at the 
home of one of its members, and made 
arrangements to provide counsel to de- 
fend Kearney and Tynan, and prevent 
them being taken to England, was posi- 
tively denied by Secretary McLaughlin. 
He said : " A fund will undoubtedly be 
raised to defend the men and prevent 
their extradition to England. 'Irishmen 
ail over will subscribe to such a fund." 



JUMPED THE TRACK. 

An Engine and Tender Wrecked Near 
Hamilton— Two Men Killed. 

Hamilton, Sept. 10. — (Special) — The 
Toronto, Hamilton and Buffalo express, 
leaving the city a few minutes late after 
5 o'clock this afternoon, was wrecked a 
few miles from Hunter street Dtation, a 
short distanco from the western limit of 
the city, The engine, tender and 
front trucks of the baggage 
car jumped the siding -switch 
and ran along on the main 
line on the ties, the engine and tender 
falling on their side in the ditch. En- 
gineer .lame Fair and his fireman, Joe 
Johnson, were instantly killed. The 
passengers escaped with a few bruises. 
Another train was at once made up and 
the passengers were sent on their way. 

LABRADOR FISHERY. 

Complete Failure of the Operations of the 
Present Season. 

St. John's, Nfld., Sept. 10.— The fail- 
ure of the Labrador fisheries is com- 
plete, the mail steamer arriving to-day 
reports no improvement. This is the 
worst disaster which can befall the 
colony, the cod fishery being the indus- 
try upon which most of the population 
depend for support. 



Proposal That England, the United 
States and Italy Form a 
Dreibund. 



This it Is Said Would Tend to Solve 
the Present Armenian 
Problem. 



London, Sept. 10. — The St. James 
Gazette tins afternoon publishes a lead- 
ing editorial headed : " New Triple Al- 
liance." During the course of ita re- 
marks on the subject, the St. James Ga- 
zette points out the menacing tone of 
the continental semi-official press on the 
subject of Turkey and says: " We are 
openly treated with a joint lioal i)u Euro- 
pean action if we interfere (in Turkey) 
against the will of the powers, out there 
is one combination which British states- 
manship might effect. Two states which 
have little to gain from Russia could act 
with us and end the tension. The United 
States and Italy are both understood to 
be friendly with Russia, nevertheless 
neither ia yet too deeply involved to he 
able to assume an independent attitude 
under British inspiration. 

" Why should not England, the Unit- 
ed States and Italy form a new dreibund? 
Alone of the nations of the earth the peo- 
ple of the United States can understand 
the impulse which would drive English- 
men to war in order to suppress tyran- 
ny or rescue the oppressed. Plenty 
Americans would regard witli enthusi- 
asm the spectacle ot the Union Jack and 
Stars and Stripes floating in the breeze 
side by side in the Bosphorus to back 
up a just demand." 

Continuing, the St. James Gazette 
points out that Italy is ready to join 
England in this matter if invited, and 
continues : " It might be expected that 
the Russian combination would go to 
pieces at the mere aspect ef this genuine 
league of peace and the new driebund 
might lead to a fresh grouping of the 
powers and the delivery of Europe from 
Turkish misrule." 

The Chronicle this morning editorially 
welcomes the suggestion of the St. 
James Gazette, that a new dreibund, in- 
cluding Great Britain and the United 
States, would solve the Armenian pro- 
blem. The Chronicle looks upon this 
as a proposal having nothing in common 
with cynical indillerentiem, and greatly 
hopes that it will find ay echo in the 
United States. The Chronicle then 
proceeds to assort that an American 
admiral was last year ordered to bom- 
bard the Yildiz palace if there was any 
further massacre of Armenians. " These 
orders," says the Chronicle, " were sub- 
sequently withdrawn when the Ven- 
ezuelan dispute came to a head ; a signal 
example ot the danger of leaving Bticli 
disputes to simmer till they boil over at 
the most disastrous moment. The 
sooner Lord Salisbury and Mr. Ulney 
can agree to the arbitration of the ques- 
tion the better it will be for the chance 
of the union upon which the St. James 
Gazette so wisely comments." 



TURKISH SOLDIERS DISARMED. 

The Guard On the Yildiz Palace Replaced 
hy Seraskiers— Movement Against 
the Sultan. 

Berlin, Sept. 10.— A dispatch to the 
Frankfurter Zeitung from Constanti- 
nople, puonshed here to-day, Bays a 
guard of Turkish troops on the Yildiz 
palace, composed of four battalions of 
Albanians, were forcibly disarmed yes- 
terday evening in the presence of a large 
body of troons and replaced by live 
Seraskier battalions. 

A further report from Berlin says that 
the Frankfurter Zeitung's advices from 
Constantinople are that several persons 
were killed during the disarming oi the 
Albanian guard at the Yildiz palace. 

Advices received direct from Con- 
stantinople by the Associated Press up 
to last evening show that no disturb- 
ances of any sort had occurred up to 
that time. 

Constantinople, Sept. 10.— The offer 
of the Turkish government to furnish 
the embassies guards has been declined, 
the officials preferring to rely upon 
guards of bluejackets from the warships 
of the powers. Three thousand Arme- 
nians have been arrested- and the exo- 
dus of Armenians continues. Turkish 
officials declare they have discovered a 
quantity of bombs and dynamite in the 
Halidjieglon quarter. It is feared in 
high quarters that a Mussulman move- 
ment is on foot against the sultan, and 
military measures on an extensive scale 
have been adopted. 

EXECUTIONS IN CUBA. 

The Spanish Minister to the United States 
Denies That They Were Numer- 
ous as Reported. 

Lennox, Mass., Sept. 10.— Yesterday 
in an interview Senor Dupuy de Loome, 
the Spanish minister, in reply to an in- 
quiry as to the reported wholesale exe- 
cution of political prisoners in Havana, 
said that it was not so. He had re- 
ceived an ofiicial cablegram from the 
Duke of Tetuan, the minister of foreign 
affairs, Madrid, emphatically contradict- 
ing the statements published in New 
York on Monday as to the reported exe- 
cution of fifty-one political prisoners in 
Havana.

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Shootiiisr Affair Near Hastings— Sus- 
pected Murder— Australian SS. 
Service to Ite Increased. 



The Slocan Will Beat Its Record— 
Returned From the Cas- 
siar District. 



(Special to tho Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancodvkh, Sept. 16.— Lust night word 
was brought to the city from the Colum- 
bia brewery, on the Hastings road, that 
a man had shot himself. Coroner Mc- 
Guigan at oiiue went to the scene o( the 
fatality and ascertained that the dead 
man's name was Fritz Herzburg, a na- 
tive of Germany. He had been suffer- 
ing from Bright'a disease, and was 
of late very despondent. He came 
into town yesterday from Steveston, 
where he was conducting a liquor busi- 
ness, and got on a sprae. When in this 
condition it is said that he bought a re- 
volver and started to walk to Hastings. 
In front of the Columbia brewery he, it 
was announced, placed the revolver to 
his mouth and shot himself through the 
head. Later developments in the case 
are rather sensational. It is stated that 
the body was moved after the shooting, 
and evidence is to hand that when li rat 
discovered the revolver was lying across 
the neart, as if placed there by someone. 
A post-mortem will be held before the 
coroner's inquest. 

It is altogether likely that the charges 
against tho chief of police will not be sus- 
tained. A certain baker at one time em- 
ployed as a special policeman complained 
to the chief, as if is alleged, that light 
bread was being sold, and the chief paid 
no attention to his complaint. The 
chief's answer is that lie does not recol- 
lect the circumstance. Another charge 
is that a captain of a ship in port noti- 
fied the chief that a sailor had attempt- 
ed to set fire to his ship and the chief 
disregarded his complaint. The chief's 
reply is that he detailed a man in plain 
clothes to attempt Hie sailor's arrest, but 
no result followed. The captain, it is 
said, though he knew the man was in 
town, did not locate him for the police. 
The other minor charges were not con- 
sidered. 

Coroner JIcGuigan and Dr. Mills have 
given to the papers their written opinion 
that the sudden death of Miss Smyth 
from an overdose of carbolic acid was 
not suicide, but accident ; that Miss 
Smyth had taken a sleeping draught on 
tho day of her death, and while in a 
drowsy condition had reached, as she 
supposed, for the sleeping medicine to 
take a more effective dose and had 
poured out in her medicine glass the 
carbolic acid instead. 

The Miowera had to refuse a large 
quantity of freight on her last trip, 
wtiile the steamer Empress of China had 
the same experience. The tramp 
steamer Hupeh has now to be utilized 
for the Miowera's surplus freight. On 
the Miowera's last trip one of the officers 
informed the Colonist representative 
that the Miowera would run to New 
Zsaland on her next trip and that a 
third .steamer would then be placed on 
the route much larger than either of the 
present vessels. 

Several Americans have acquired some 
promising mining properties at Phillips 
Arm and are putting in a concentrator. 

The Bobby lUirns, at Phillips Arm, 
shows ore in the middle tunnel assaying 
if 31 plus smelter charges. 

A number of prominent clergymen 
who were in attendance at the general 
synod at Winnipeg are coming through 
to the Coast. Among them are Rev. V. 
E. Harris, Amherst; Rev. .1. Simpson, 
Charlottetown, 1*. E. I.; Ven. Arch- 
deacon Bedford-Jonee, Hrockville, Out.; 
Rev. J. C. Roper, Toronto; Ven. Arch- 
deacon Weston-Jones, Xova Scotia ; Ven. 
Archdeacon Lauder, Quebec, and the 
Bishop of-Quebec. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, Sept. 16. — Among those 
who Were decorated by Li Hung Chang 
in Canada was Lain Tung, the wealthy 
canner of New Westminster. Lam Tung 
was one of those who took a chief part 
in entertaining Li Hung Chang during 
his visit here. 

Mrs. Schoti, mother of Mr. N. C. 
Schou, arrived yesterday from England 
on a visit to her son . 

The city council have given $100 to- 
wards defraying the expenses of the 
delegation toOttaware improvements to 
the Eraser river. 

Mr. B. Law, assistant principal of the 
High school, is moving to Honolulu and 
will permanently locate there. 

On no other year when fishing thanks- 
giving services have been held have the 
decorations in St. Barnabas been so pro- 
fuse and tastefully arranged as on the 
present occasion. The attendance this 
year was also more numerous than in 
previous years. 

Another fatal shooting accident is re- 
ported. Bert Chadsey, eldest son of 
William Ohadsey, accidentally shot him- 
self while deer hunting at Somas moun- 
tains. It is not known exactly how the 
accident, occurred, hut it is thought the 
unfortunate young man was climbing 
over a log when both triggers became 
caught and tfie contents of both barrels 
were discharged into his abdomen. 

NANAIMO. 

Nanaijto, Sept. Iti. — A handsome pan- 
ther measuring (i feet 7 inches in length 
was shot on Gabriola island yesterday 
morning after an exciting buttle by 
three ranchers. 

R.Adam, with Messrs. W.Johnston, 
J. R. Mackenzie and W. Borden, who 
left on May 13 for tho placer workings of 
Cassiar, have returned to Nanaimo. The 
party went direct to Ashcroft, where 
supplies and pack horses were obtained. 
The four left Quesnello on June 1 for 
Manson, 350 miles, on foot, taking the 
old telegraph trail built some 20 years 
ago. The road was in very bad condi- 
tion, but in many places the 
telegraph poles and" wires were 
still standing. Mr. Adam's party 
was followed by Col. Wright and -10 men, 
who opened tho trail as they went along, 
so that it is now in good condition. The 
population of Manson, consisting of 8 
men. greeted the strnngers heartily and 
gave them what assistance they could. 
The party worked around Skeleton and 
Lost creeks for a month with varying 
success, staking out claims and getting 



an idea of the country. They, of cours8, 
had a try at discovering the famous Lost 
creek but were as unsuccessful as their 
predecessors. At the end of a month it 
was decided io go on to Tom creek, 95 
miles further. At Tom creek there were 
two whites, fifteen Chinamen and six 
Indians, all engaged in placer mining. 
Mr. Adam found that all available parts 
of the creek were staked off, so that it 
would be necessary either to work on 
properties that had been deserted by 
otheru or to prospect for new creeks. 
Some worK was done around Tom Creek, 
and the party left en route to the 
Skeena on the 20th of August. In the 
district around Manson Mr. Adam is 
confident that there are very large quan- 
tities of the precious metal, which 
at present are inaccessible, as the nature 
of the deposits are more suited to 
hydraulic mining than to placer working 
and the district is yet so isolated that the 
bringing in of machinery and the put- 
ting up of a plant would involve an 
enormous expenditure. Col. Wright 
has, however, been doing a great deal of 
pioneer work in the way of extensive 
mining development, and most interest- 
ing and important results may be looked 
forward to at the end of another year. 
At Manson (lour is $24 a hundred weight, 
Bugar CO cents a pound, a three pound 
bag of salt costing a dollar, and it was 
then almost impossible to get it at that. 
At Fiddler's creek, some miles below the 
forks of the Skeena, an old man named 
Clifford is working a very promising 
quartz property which it is thought will 
give an additional momentum to mining 
activity in that neighborhood. 

KASLO. 
(From the Kooteuaian.) 
The International Ore Company's big 
sampler will soon bo ready for the ma- 
chinery, which is understood to be in 
transit. Work on tho extension of the 
K, & S. tracks to the sampler will be be- 
gun at once. 

A two-car shipment from tho Recau 
made last spring brought the owners a 
net return of about $17,000, and made 
the record for the Slocan. Another well 
known mining man is preparing a simi- 
lar shipment, which he expects will go 
the Recau about $5,000 better. 

Hooker and Crawford creeks promise 
to be lively districts this fall and winter. 
At least fifty men are at work in that 
section and some fine properties are 
being opened up as a result. The pros- 
pectors and claim owners of the district 
have worked hard to open up the coun- 
try, in which they have received prompt 
assistance from government through 
Commissioner Fitzstubbs. 

Wm. A. Carlyle, provincial mineral- 
ogist, who is making a report on Koote 
nay, came down from the hills where he 
has been for the past two weeks, and 
yesterday morning wont to Nelson, 
where he will remain until he has cov- 
ered Toad mountain. He has not yet 
concluded his work in the Slocan. 

Edward Watt is just back from White 
Grouse mountain where he has a force 
of six men at work developing the Brus 
Bels and Edward, two claims which ad- 
join .the Storm King. The Storm King 
will probably pack out and ship some 
ore this fall. ABide from this but little 
\<\ being done on the mountain. 

R. C.Campbell-Johnston appears to 
have made a big hit when he secured, 
for Vancouver parties, the Bondholder 
He has been working a force of ten men 
for some time on development, 
central object being to tap the lead by a 
100-foot tunnel, a work which he com 
pleted the other day with the gratifying 
result that the Bondholder now shows 
one foot of solid ore in a lead at least 11 
feet in width. 

The owners of the Gibson, a South 
Fork property, have decided to stock it 
and put a certain amount of stock on the 
market, with the object of raising funds 
for development. 

The East Kootenay people who last 
year built a trail to within seven miles 
of the Eummit, between St. Mary's and 
Crawford bay, have connected with the 
Crawford creek trail, so that now there 
is an open trail from Crawford bay to 
Fort Steele. 

The first pick will swing on Kaslo's 
new waler system next Saturday, when 
Engineer Cummings announces that 
work will begin on the reservoir.

Bonding of the Josie No. ^—Doings 
at the Le Eoi and Other 
Mines. 



(From the Nelson Tribune.) 

A company is being organized to take 
over and develop the Atluibaseu group of 
claims, recently bonded by G. H. Nee- 
lands to C. D. Band for $• 10,000. 

An ngent of Patsy Clarke recently of- 
fered a bond of $40,000 on tlie Lilliel!., 
on Springer creek, but the owners would 
not entertain the proposition. 

It is reported that the sale of the Iron 
Colt, on Columbia mountain, was con- 
cluded on Thursday last at $40,000, ten 
per cent, down and the balance in sixty 
days. 

Within the past month 90 feet of tun- 
nel lias been driven on the Dalhousie, on 
Ten-mile, making 110 feet. The tunnel 
will he driven 70 feet further, when it is 
expected that the ore chute will be 
tapped. 

W. S. Haskins reports a solid body of 
ore in the upper crosscut tunnel of the 
Jumbo. This is the same ore chute they 
crossed a couple of months ago, making 
it run 125 feet in length. It is 20 feet 
wide, The ore in tunnel No. 2 is still 
improving. 

The long standing dispute between 
William Uennessy, Dr. Heddryx and 
Captain Hay ward over an interest in the 
Noble Five group of mines in the Slocan 
was finally disposed of this week by mu- 
tual agreement. By the arrangement 
made all suits were withdrawn and the 
contending parties t >ok stock in the Con- 
solidated Noble Five Mining Company. 
It is understood that Uennessy will re- 
ceive $45,000 in stock and Hendryx and 
Hay ward $35,000 each. 

At the Le Koi 100 tons a day is the 
average of ore taken from the mine and 
the bins are so full that it requires all 
the facilities of the railroad to keep the 
ore house from overflowing. Ore is 
taken from the 450-foot level at present, 
whe re there is enough blocked out to 
keep the miners busy for some time 
The shaft is down 500 feet. Three 
boilers lately purchased are in position 

W. C. McLean and partners, who 
have been doing development work in 
the dry ore belt near Bear lake, have 
made arrangements for a trial shipment 
of 100 sacks to the Nelson smelter. This 
group consists of the Nonpareil, Black- 
bird, Iron Side, Seattle; and Vernon 
claims, which were among the first loca- 
tions in this, section. The ledge has 
been opened up on all live claims and 
averages four leet in width, and the pay 
streak runs from 4 to 14 inches. Some 
remarkably high silver assays have been 
bad from the property. Two Bam 
shipments have been made which give a 
very fair idea of what, nniy be expected. 
The first of these was sent to Great 
Fulls. It was somewhat short of 2,000 
pounds, hut returned $224 01. The 
second shipment went to the Pilot Hay 
smelter, the returns from which were 
$200.07 per ton. Since this an average 
sample was taken from the pay-streak, 
which gave iipruv returns of 180 ounces 
silver, and $15.50 in gold. 

The Morning Star, a prospect on the 
Silver King wagon road, three miles 
from Nelson, was purchased last week 
by Dr. Rankin Dawson f >r $'150 cash. 
It has a 2-foot quartz ledge, from which 
some very good assays have been had. 
The development consists of a 20-foot 
tunnel. 

About a year ago Jack Mulvey and 
Jack Harvey were prospecting on Ten- 
mile creek in Slocan district, in the 
neighborhood of the Enterprise. Float 
was found and traced to a cropping, but 
they decided not to locate the ground. 
A short time afterward one Smith showed 
the cropping to Anyus McGillivray and 
his partner. They lioked the ground 
over ami located it, S:nith helping them 
to put up the stake: \ Last week they 
bonded the propert'""to Dr. Bell-Irving, 
of Vaneou ter, for 4-20,000. 

The ,h>ai\ No. 2, a free-milling prop- 
erty located about a quarter of a mile 
south of the Poorman, was bonded this 
week to a Minneapolis syndicate for $30,- 
000, a first pavinent of $0,500 having 
been made. It is the intention to organ- 
ize a company and commence develop- 
ment at once. The Josie No. 2 was ori- 
ginally the W ild Cat, owned by Mcltae 
Brothers and Hugh Keefer. 

The Hall Mines smelter closed down 
this week, and the probabilities are that 
the furnace will not be blown in again 
for a month, as there is considerable pre- 
paratory work to be done around the 
mine.

RETAIL MARKETS. 

Cured Meats and Eggs Advance in Price— A 
Plentiful Supply of Fish. 

Business seems to move in well de- 
fined channels this week, and in those 
leading in other directions than to the 
grocers or meat market. These places 
maintain their usual trade of course, 
but the custom extended to them is com- 
paratively light. The fish-stall just now 
is supplanting to a considerable extent 
the meat market; but this ellect is only 
lasting while low prices prevail with a 
plentiful supply ot rish. A good deal of 
grain, hay and oats is coming in and 
the demand for the two latter com- 
modities is particularly good — so much 
so that merchants find it a little dillicult 
to keep stocks.

It is significant that the Toronto Globe 
the chief organ of the Government does 
not say one word about Mr. Maxwell's 
speeeh on the Chinese question. It is 
noticed by all the other papers, but the 
Globe ignores Mr. Maxwell's exiitence. 
How is this? The Toronto Mail and Em- 
pire notices the reverend politician's 
effort in its Ottawa correspondence. This 
is what it says: 

Parliament devoted some attention to- 
day to the countrymen of Li Hung 
Chang. From the far off Pacific coast, 
where the Chinese are quietly monopo- 
lising the washing business, conies a cry 
voiced by the Rev. Geo. Ritchie Max- 
well for the exclusion of the subjects 
of the Celestial Empire. It was the 
Btrong point in Mr. Maxwell's cam- 
paign in Burrard that the Chinese must 
liO. In that policy he had received, it 
seemB, encouragement from his leader, 
:md consequently secured a mandate 
from the people to erect a wall aguinst 
the invasion of cheap labor from Asia. 
But the chivalrous disposition of Sir 
Henri Joly, who has lately been basking 
in the sunshine of Li-Hang's viceregal 
smiles, revolts at the idea of Ca^adii 
striking a mortal blow at the big em{Vre 
across the Pacific. The reverend gen- 
tleman from Burrard, who, being a good 
Presbyterian, agreed that a Chinese may 
freely enter paradise, thinks the same 
person ought to pay live hundred dollars 
for the privilege of placing his fjot upon 
Canadian soil. 

Tne following is the protest made by 
Sir Henri Joly, who represented the 
Government on the occasion of Li Hung 
Chang's visit to Canada as their guest. 
It is evidently a verbatim report of what 
the Controller of Inland Revenue said 
on the occasion : 

Sir Henri Joli de Lotbiniere, immedi- 
ately after recess, rose and said : " I de- 
sire to ask a great favor from the House, 
I may even say a personal favor, 
but I will not occupy the time of 
hon. members for more than two or 
three minutes. I had the honor of be- 
ing chosen by the Government of Can- 
■ada to go as its representative and 
meet Li Hung Chang, the viceroy of 
China. I have spent some time with 
him in friendly intercourse, and 1 have 
heard him express the gratitude which 
he entertains, and which he acknowl- 
edges, for the urbanity shown him in 
Canada. Let me tell the House that 
almost the last words he said to me he- 
fore I took leave of him were these: — 
" Do not abandon us — do not abandon 
us." I told him I would not abandon 
him. He is about to sail from Canada, 
the cheers with which he was received 
everywhere still ringing in his ears, 
To-morrow he will see 1 the attack 
brought against his country to-day. 
Mr. Speaker, I do not in any way de- 
sire to comment on or to Bay whether 
that attack was just or unjust, but I ap- 
peal to all the members of this House 
as Canadians to give me the chance of 
showing ^that a Canadian can keep his 
word. I want him to know before ho 
sails that when I said I would not 
abandon him I meant to keep my word, 
and when I am allowed to open my 
mouth on this subject I shall seek to 
dispel that dark cloud which is hanging 
now over the reputation of the country- 
men of the viceroy who was welcomed 
so heartily in this country. I merely 
ask the house for permission to make 
this statement in order to let him know 
before he leaves this country that when 
the time comes for mo to speak, when 
the rules of the house allow me to speak, 
I shall endeavor to clear, as far as lies 
within my power, the reputation of his 
countrymen. Then it will be my duty 
to do it, and I will do It. I thank Iiod. 
mombers with all my heart for the at- 
tention they have given to my remarks. 
(Applause.) * 

Sir Henri Joly said this for the honor 
of Canada. Ho evidently does not wish 
it to bo thought either in Canada or in 
China that Mr. Maxwell's discourtesy to 



neas was countenanced or encouraged 
by the Government of the Dominion. 

I£ Mr. Maxwell had not been a sup- 
porter of the Government the rebuke 
administered to him would not have 
been inferential or indirect. If he had 
been a member of theOpposition he would 
have been severely and sharply reproved 
by more than one Minister of State for 
having wantonly insulted a foreign dig- 
nitary whom it was his duty as loDg as 
he remained the guest of the Govern- 
ment to have treated with at leaBt or- 
dinary civility. If Mr. Maxwell was as 
intelligent as a man in his position 
ought to be, he would have known that 
in treating the guest of the Government 
with discourtesy, he offered a gross in- 
sult to the Government which invited 
him to visit this country. A man of 
honor considers an insult offered to his 
guest as far less excusable than an in- 
sult offered to himself at his own fire- 
side, As it is, Mr. Maxwell will not 
readily forget the rebuke administered 
to him by the Government which he 
suppoits, for Mr. Joly 'a Bpeeeh exoner- 
ating himself and his colleagues in the 
Government from any complicity in 
Mr. Maxwell's act of discourtesy must 
ho regarded as the speech of the whole 
Government, of whom Mr. Joly was on 
the occasion Bimply the mouthpiece. 

S TA TE E L EC 77 0NS. 

That the Republicans have carried an 
election in the State of Maine may ap- 
pear to many not a great deal more sig- 
nificant than that the Dutch have taken 
Holland. Maine is a Republican State, 
and it would be most surprising if the 
Republicans had been defeated. But the 
Maine election, notwithstanding, is sig- 
nificant, an it, like the election in 
Vermont, shows the tendency of 
public opinion in the Eastern 
States, for not only are the Re- 
publicans victorious, but the majority 
with which the election was won was 
great beyond precedent. The state of 
the poll shows that a very large number 
who had hitherto voted on the Demo- 
cratic side supported the Republican 
candidates. The Republican majority is 
estimated to he HO, 000 and the total vote 
of the state is said to he not more than 
110,000. This shows what a sweeping 
victory the Republicans have gained. 
The elections in Vermont and Maine 
have given great encouragement to the 
sound money party, for they indicate 
how the elections in the Northern and 
Eastern States will go in November. 

The election in Arkansas, which took 
place on the Sth instant, showed very 
clearly the trend of public opinion in the 
South and Southwestern states. Arkan- 
sas was known to be a Democratic state, 
but whether gold Democratic or silver 
Democratic was not known. The late 
election did away with all uncertainty 
on that point, for Arkansas went strongly 
for silver. About 105,000 voles were 
cast; the combined opposition received 
about 50,000. According to this state- 
ment there are in Arkansas more than 
"two silver men to every upholder 
of the gold standard. " The issue- 
in this state," we are told, " was fought 
out on the monetary question, the De- 
mocracy advocating free coinage and the 
Republicans the single gold standard." 
The New York Timts, which is a gold 
paper, says : 

" We do not see the wisdom of evad- 
ing or belittling the lesson of the Ar- 
kansas election , as some Northern and 
Eastern papers are inclined to. In its 
way it has as much meaning as the Ver- 
mont election, and it is, unfortunately 
to a marked degree, an offset to that. 
Each has for a long time given a heavy 
majority to one party, the Democratic in 
Arkansas and the Republican in Ver- 
mont. Each has been the field of special 
effort to increase the majority, and in each 
has the effort been notably successful. 
The one most important difference is 
that in Arkansas there is much evidence 
of corrupt dealing with the returns 
which is not charged or even suspecttd 
in Vermont. But the possibility of that 
kind of political warfare is one of the 
elements in the problem ppresented in a 
number of Southern States where it is 
likely to produce results like to those 
secured in Arkansas." 

The truth seems to be that all the 
South and Southwestern States are al- 
most certain to go as Arkansas has gono ; 
consequently the interest of the Presi- 
dential election centres in those States 
known to be doubtful.

I have had an invi- 
tation to go to Toronto and visit the ex- 
hibition there, but I have personal rea- 
sons for wishing to remain here during 
my short stay in this country. I shall 
go directly back to England." 

"There is something being said, Mr. 
Chamberlain, about a Canadian Zoll- 
verein." 

"That is ridiculous," said he. "The 
man who talks about a Canadian Zoll- 
verein is ignorant. It is an English 
Zollverein that is being talked of. How- 
ever, there's really nothing of import- 
ance in a public way in England, tivery- 
thir.g is at a lull. The people aro all 
having their summer holiday and things 
are quiet." 

" What of the Pacific cable?" 
" Well, there's been very little done 
about that. A small committee has 
been appointed, who will report at a fu- 
ture session. It is piopoaed to lay a 
cable between Canada and Australia. I 
really donot know much about it." 

" But are you in no way interested in 
it?" 

" Oh, yes, as I am in all public mat- 
ters concerning English interests. I be- 
lieve in any improvement which shall be 
of benefit. I think such doable might 
be of commercial value, and as such 
Bhotihl like to seo it put through. Its 
Bticcess depends somewhat on the way 
the colonies take hold of it. The com- 
mittee will consider the interests of all 
three— England, Canada and Australia."

ATTRACTING ATTENTION. 

Fine Showing Being Made by the Salmon 
River and Deer Park 
Mines. 

(From the Trail Creek News.) 

The prospects and mines along the 
North Fork of the Salmon river are now 
attracting much attention from both the 
capitalist and the prospector. The camp 
is situated on the Nelson it Fort Shep- 
pard railway, about twenty-four miles 
from Nelson, just on the border be- 
tween the great gold belt of Trail Creek 
district and the wonderful Hall mines. 
The ores of the camp as a rale carry 
value in both gold and silver, the silver 
showing in greater quantities on the sur- 
face, but the value in gold increasing in 
depth. The formation is a fine grained 
diorite, being identical with the forma- 
tion of the Rossland Red Mountain. 
The camp is but seven miles from the 
above-mentioned railroad, offering the 
best possible transportation facilities to 
both smelters in West Kootenay and all 
the main railway lines of the United 
States. The fact that the assays of the 
camp are so very good is the principal 
reason of bringing the camp into such 
note in so short a period. 

In the Deer Park camp George Ellis, 
of Vernon, has stocked the British Lion 
for $750,000. There is a shaft on this 
vein probably 15 feet deep, all in ore, 
with no walls. It now assays $9 in gold 
and 5 ounces in silver. The Standard 
claim, one mile east of the town, is 
showing a 12-foot vein of quartz, carry- 
ing galena and iron in small quantities. 
Two assays had lately yielded $14, 
equally divided between gold and silver. 
On the Genoa, owned by Hendee, Spell- 
man and Bostwick, work is commencing 
on a 20-foot shaft. Assays from the sur- 
face on this claim run $11 gold, and 8 
ounces silver. The ore body is four feet 
wide and well defined. Across the lake 
three men have been working steadily 
for three weeks on the Birmingham 
group. Their assays give results 
amounting to $H50 gold and Bilver.

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Time for Piling Preliminary Objec- 
tions in Burrard Cross Petition 
Extended by Chief Justice. 



First Reported Cuse of the Kind 
Under the Dominion Contro- 
verted Elections Act. 



Chief Justico Davie yesterday after- 
noon delivered judgment on an applica- 
tion made last week to extend the time 
for filing preliminary objections to the 
cross-petition presented by Mr. Maxwell, 
M. P., against Mr. Geo. H. Cowan, one 
of the defeated candidates in Bnrnird, 

B. C, granting the application. The 
judgment, which ia important on ac- 
count of its being the first reported 
where the time for filing such prelimi- 
nary objections has been extended after 
the expiration of the time limited, is 
given in full below:

" In this case the sitting member, Mr. 
Maxwell, has presented a petition 
against Mr. Cowan, the defeated candi- 
date, seeking to disqualify him on cer- 
tain grounds mentioned in the petition. 
Mr. Cowan was absent when Berved 
with the petition, and his agents desire 
instructions anil certain information be- 
fore filing preliminary objections, which 
they have not been able to obtain in 
time to comply with Section 12. Under 
these circumstances there seems suffi- 
cient cause to extend the period of live 
days within which preliminary objec- 
tions have to he presented under .Section 
12 of the Controverted Elections Act. 

" But the question now arises whether 
the time can he extended after the live 
days have elapsed. By section (i4 the 
court or a judge shall, upon sufficient 
cause being shown, have power on the 
application of any of the parties to ex- 
tend from time to time the period limit- 
ed by the act for taking any steps or pro- 
ceedings by such party, but there is no 
provision that the time may be extend- 
ed after it his elapsed, and it lias been 
argued against this application that the 
Court is now without jurisdiction to 
make the order, as the power t) make 
such an order expired with the five days 
limited by the act. 

" Section 124 of the Companies 'Act, 
18G2, gives a power of appeal within the 
period of fireo weeks, and says that such 
period shall not be exceeded unless the 
Court of Appeal shall extend the time. 
But in Banner vs. Johnston, L. R. 5 H. 
L., 157, it was held that the power to 
extend the time for appealing might be 
exercised after the three weeks time had 
elapsed, and in that case the Lord Chan- 
cellor says (page 170): 'It appears to 
mo that it would be a narrow construc- 
tion of the act ... . and one like- 
wise w-Ffteb it would be impossible to 
hoid'in itself a Bound construction of the 
ndt, to say that the word 'extend' 
must be taken to mean that the applica- 
tion must be made before'the original 
time has elapsed, because the time hav- 
ing elapsed there is nothing remaining 
to" extend.' In Wheeler vs. Gibbs, 
3 S.C.P., 874, the same rule was fol- 
lowed. That was an election case where 
the appellant had not within the three 
days limited by the 48th section of the 
Supreme and Exchequer court act, given 
notice of setting down the appeal, and 
for want of such notice the Supreme 
court, when the ease came before them, 
struck the appeal out of the list of ap- 
peals. The section there in question 
enacted that the party appealing should 
within three days after the appeal was 
set down, ' or within such further time 
as the judge who tried the petition may 
allow,' give the notice referred to. After 
the Supreme court, for want of the 
notice, had struck the appeal out, and 
of course long after the three days had 
elapsed, the judge who had tried the 
petition made an order extending the 
three days for giving the notice, and the 
notice being given and the case set down 
afresli before the Supreme court and 
argued before all the judges, the court 
(Tasehereau, J., dissenting) upheld the 
appeal, and the power of the 
judge below to extend the time 
after it had elapsed. Ritchie, 

C. J. , remarking that 'The statute not 
having limited the authority of the 
judge, his power of extending the time 
is a general power, to be exercised ac- 
cording to sound discretion, and that so 
long as there has been no final disposi- 
tion of the case, whenever that discre- 
tion is invoked, the judge has power to 
extend the time.' These decisions 
would appear to settle tho construction 
to be placed on sections 12 and 04 of the 
act; but it is necessary to refer to the 
Glengary Election Case, 14 S.C.R., 484, 
to which my attention was called by Mr. 
Duff. In that ease it was held that the 
time within which the trial of an elec- 
tion petition must bo commenced can- 
not be extended beyond tho six months' 
limited by section 32 of the aet, unless 
upon application made within the six 
months. At first sight this decision 
might appear to be in conflict with 
Wheeler vs. Gibbs and Banner vs. John- 
ston, but Mr. Justice Tasehereau, in the 
Glengary caso, points out an obvious 
distinction. He rested his decision in 
the latter case upon reasons of public 
policy, pointed at by tho legislature ii 
limiting the time during which an elec 
tion petition could be allowed to remain 
pending, and. if I may be permitted to 
say so, very reasonably, considered that 
tho legislature never could have intend- 
ed, and in fact that it would bo 
against public policy that an 
election petition should be permitted 
to hang for a year or two, or 
three, after its presentation, or, for that 
matter, until the expiration of parlia- 
ment; that six months was to be the 
ordinary limit, and whilst for good rea- 
sons tho court might during such six 
months give a reasonable extension of 
time, yet after the six months, if nothing 
waB done, the petition was dead, 
(Whistler v. Haneock, L.R.3,Q.B.D. 88; 
Wallis v. Hepburn, ib. 84 N.); and 
there was no power in tho court to re- 
vive it, or, in tho learned judge's words, 
' The legislature intended that the state 
of excitement, agitation and uncertainty 
in which the controverted election ne- 
cessarily placed the constituency should 
not bo unduly prolonged.' His Lordship 
held that the general power of extension 
given by section 04 did not; apply to sec- 
tion 32, which latter section was govern- 
ed solely by section 33, a proper con-

struction of which precluded an appli- 
cation to extend the time, after such 
time had expiied. 

" But, as pointed ont by I lia Lord- 
ship, the considerations which governed 
him in the Glengary case did not 
arise in Banner vs. Johnston, 
or Wheeler vs. Gibbs, which 
were decisions ' where the clause under 
consideration stood in the act by itself, 
and unconnected with any other clauses 
of the act.' In other words, the clause 
in question in those cases related 
to mere matters of procedure uncon- 
nected with the general policy of the 
law itself, and in mero matters of proce- 
dure, as pointed out in Banner vs. John- 
ston (page 170), 'the Court has all its 
own order and rules under its own con- 
trol.' 

" Similarly, I think that under section 
12, whether the respondent is to have 
five or twenty-five days in which to file 
his preliminary objections, is a mere 
matter of procedure, wholly unconnected 
with the generally policy of the law or 
any of the other provisions of the act, 
and hence comes under the unrestricted 
power ef section 64, which allows an ex- 
tension at all times, provided, I think, 
in view of the Glengary case, it bo not 
Buch a delay as would prevent the trial 
commencing within the six months. 

" It is true that Mr, Justice Taseher- 
eau, at pages 483 and 4S4 of the Glen- 
uary ease, remarks upon section 12 that 
1 unless he is mistaken it has never 
been contended that preliminary objec- 
tions to a petition could be presented 
after the five days.' Possiblv not at 
that time (1888), but here in British Col- 
umbia, eight years later, the contention 
ia distinctly urged that the time for pre- 
senting such preliminary objections can 
be extended both before and after such 
five days, and I am of opinion, for the 
reasons above given, the contention is 
well founded. 

"I therefore order that the time for 
the respondent to present his prelimin- 
ary objections to the petition filed 
against him be expended beyond the 
period of five days fixed by section 12 of 
the act, and that he be allowed until 
Monday, tho 21st September, inclusive, 
to present such preliminary objections. 
The costs will be the costs in the cause."

BELLA COOLA COLONY. 

Progress of the New Settlement— Its Present 
Conditions and Urgent Needs- 
Working Ahead. 

Bella Coola, Sept. 4.— The Bella 
Coola colony iB working along slowly, 
hut safely. We can never avoid 
troubles wherever we are, and I always 
feel myself prepared to bear them when 
they come. The greatest with us, so far, 
the great big cedars, spruce trees, and 
windfalls of every description, and the 
"devil's club." Now we have some of 
another nature, as we have a small bush 
fire in the valley. That may be worse 
than the windfalls. If it had not been 
for the many large trees and heavy 
windfalls it would not have been bo ex- 
pensive to open up a road or clear 
land. The many streams that must be 
bridged are worth a great deal more 
than the trouble they give. The good 
people of the province ought not to bear 
envy toward ne because we are here in 
this valley. Neither ought they to 
Crumble at the government because it 
•ends us in here under the special con- 
ditions under which we have settled. 
British Columbia, I think, needs an 
much as any other country or state ac- 
tual settlers who will till tho soil and 
furnish the market with good farm pro- 
duce. 

The great mining and fishing ua well 
as the lumber industries of the province 
are great resources, but farming ought 
to be equally pushed forward. .While 
the Bella Coola valley was nothing but a 
waste forest — a mere hunting and fishing 
ground for an uncivilized Indian tribe 
with but one white man as a trader 
among them— it did not furnish much 
revenue, and, as yet, wo are all poor 
working people in this colony and laree 
revenues cannot, therefore, be expected, 
but we nro working ahead and hope in 
time to be able to bear in full our part 
of the public burdens. 

Our advancement will be slow as bo 
wany of our men are obliged to go out in 
summer to obtain the means of living 
through the rest of the year, but as soon 
as our subsistence is not dependent on 
day-wages, our people will stay on their 
farms and improve them. 

As near as I can get to it we are 50 
men, young and old, who can do a fair 
day's work, besides some hoys and girls 
that are not idle. Such a number of 
men ought to do the province some 
good in the form of improvements. 
We are in all about 200 persons. 
These 200 persons need bo much 
food and clothing, and what money 
these 50 men earn is spent in 'tho pro- 
vince for the necessaries of life. It 
augments by bo much tho commerce of 
the country. When wo are double tho 
number of 200 wo shall require so much 
more, and the extra cost for the govern- 
ment will be comparatively amall, 
The government, should at once open

the Great Slide, thereby giving access to 
the great grazing plains of Chileotin, 
and from Chileotin through Bella Coola 
to the steamboat landing, a distance of 
only about 70 miles, but of these 70 
miles we have about 15 milea of passable 
wagon road and some few miles of pack 
trail already. The policy of all good 
governments is to encourage immigra- 
tion as much as possible. 

We are all in good health except Mrs. 
C. H Ursoth, who is obliged to go to 
Victoria by first steamer to seek medi- 
cal aid. It is too bad that we have no 
medical man among us; but I hope that 
that will in time be changed. 

Our common school has not aa yet 
commenced as we have no teacher. Mr. 
Faugner resigned his position as such, 
but we expect a teacher by the next 
steamer. 

There are now twelve cows and two 
good hulls among the colonists and not a 
few young stock, a big lot of chickens, 
but only two pigs. We have vegetables 
enough to sell a considerable quantity, 
but no other way to get to tho steamer 
than by Indians' canoes, |and thev will 
charge us about hb much os the goods 
would bring, and are therefore of no use. 
We are, however, in hopes of getting a 
wharf and an opening to the wharf, and 
then it will be different.

All wish the 
happy cou)de a pleasant life. Kind re- 
gards to all friends of our colony.

With tii,-' Hflvcnt of Rnaiinor comn'! 
increased demand for luces of all 'kinds, 
but tho favorite variety this season is 
applique. I! is used on bonnets, capes, 
dresses — everywhere except 011 under- 
garments. It is costly in price, but very 
easy to make. The name applique, 
meaning applied, has boon given to the 
dainty fabric because it consists of vari- 
ous patterns made with luce braid sewed 
upon thin substances, such as batiste, 
silk, muslin, chiffon or not. 

Different kinds of laco braid are em- 
ployed in this fascinating work. Those 
can be obtained iu black, whito and 
butter colors. 

The centers of flowers arc formed of 
brass rings of various sizes buttonholed 
over with flax thread. Two rings arc 
used for each center. These are held 
firmly together betweeu the first finge 
and thumb of the left hand, one rill 
being placed on top of the other, and 
the thread, while working, is drawn 
away from the worker, not toward her. 
The loops should bo drawn close 1 to- 
gether and firmly and the ridge at the 
bottom formed by the buttonhole stitch- 
es should stand out plainly, as it is

through these tl.ai he riug is sewed to 
the lace. After', rking the rings the 
thread can be fastened by running the 
needle backward through tin' stitches 
for a little way, and the loose ends 
clipped ott. 

The darned center is so simple that 
any one who can darn stockings will do 
it without direction. The larger rings 
can be crocheted over with the flax 
thread by using a fine! steel hook. 

The pattern for working should be 
drawn on stiff brown paper or archi- 
tect's linen. The chiffon or net is basted 
(irmly to this. Jn sewing the needle is 
slipped between the paper and the ma- 
terial, not carried t brough. One hundred 
cotton is used lor sewing down the braid, 
and the worker must dip the spool in 
coffee to obtain a tint for the butter 
colored braid, and in ink for working 
on black. 

The first lare shown is very simple, 
and can be worked in the hand without 
a traced pattern. Braids Nos. 4 and 5 
arc used. No. 6 is cut into sections of 
two. Three of these sections make a 
flower, and are sewed on the flat braid 
(No. 4) ut intervals of about half an] 
inch. The sections cross iu the middle 
and a plain buttonholed ring forms the 
center. This design, as well as others 
here described, appeared originally in 
The Standard Designer along with ac- 
companying information. 

The collar and cuff sot is exceedingly 
pretty. It can be made on black or 
white chiffon, or silk muslin. The pat-

tern for the triangular pieces is first 
traced on linen and the chiffon basted 
over it. The double border of No. ;i 
braid is sewed on with a running stitch 
which catches first one side and thou the 
other. Then the linen cord which forms 
the stems is buttonholed down with long 

Stitches. The flower petals anil leaves 
are made of sections of No. 5 braid.

They are so 
pretty, so light and so easy to keep 
clean, and liny cost just onongh mon> 
than other kinds to make them fashion- 
aide.

It is certain that water am be 
boiled quicker in an aluminium pot or 
pan than in a vessel of any other metal 
for two reasons — the aluminium is made 
very thin, and it is an excellent conduct- 
or of heat. For covered dishes designed 
to retain the heat aluminium is tho best, 
metal wo have. 



Iteeipo For Lemon Sherbet, 
Tho ingredients required are -1 lem- 
ons, a pint of sugar and a quart of 
boiling water. Shave off the peel from 
2 lemons in thin, waferlike parings, 
being careful to take none of the lighter 
colored rind below tho oil cells. Put tho 
parings into a bowl, add the boiling 
water and lot it stand ten minutes, 
closely covered. Out the lemons in 
halves, remove the seeds, squeeze out 
tho juice and add it with tho suger to 
tho water. Add more sugar if needed. 
When cold, strain it through a fine 
.strainer into the can and freeze.

One of the most successful thiugii to 
fry is the veal cure. When wo come in 
from a longdrivoor journey iu the heat 
and sun, when our faces smart with sun 
burn, if we at once apply this cure soon 
all l he discomfort will cease. Youmnst 
provide yourself with one or two veal 
outlets and then have theso cut into thin 
slices. These raw slices must then bo 
carefully laid all ovor tho face and 
lightly kept in place. You must rotiro 
into a perfectly darkened room and lie 
on a sofa or bed on your back for half 
an hour or longer. When tho veal seems 
hot, it should ho turned on to tho other 
side and applied again. When tho face 
has ceased to burn, tho veal may bo re 
moved and tho faco gently washed with 
elder flower water, and it must not be 
exposed to tho sail again that day. Do 
careful to use no soap on it for a day or 
t wo. This is, 'however, a euro that, can 
not always bo ready at hand. In this 
caso you must try tho magnesia cure, 
which is very easy and very successful. 
It is specially handy after yachting and 
boating. 

Take very finely pounded calcined 
magnesia and mix it with milk to a 
moist paste; then paint it over tho fac< 
wiih a camel's hair brush, or apply 
with a sponge. Let it dry on and re- 
main for five minutes or so. Their very 
gently brush off the powder with a soft 
flannel and wash tho faco in warm 
milk and water till it is quite clean. 
At night rub a little cocoa oil into the 
skin, or smear it with veiy thin cold 
cream, and wipe off with a soft towel. 
Besides these euros, however, thero are 
many most useful and valuable washes 
that will be found of use. Some skins 
will not be affected by remedies that 
euro others, and iu this caso we must 
try first one thing and then the other 
till we finally hit on tho ono that suits 
our own particular case. 

Fresh cucumbers may bo cut up into 
the very smallest slices and soaked in 
milk for many hours; this must then be 
applied as water would bo to the face. 
Buttermilk is often useful when the 
sunburn is very slight, but if tansy 
roots aro boiled with it, it will bo found 
to be of very much more value. 

Women who live in grapo bearing 
countries have an infallible remedy for 
sunburn. They gather tho grapes when 
green, and after first sprinkling with a 
little alum, they cook them in an open 
dish in the oven. When tender, they 
squeeze the juice out by straining the 
grapes through a coarse piece of muslin. 
Then four times a day the face is washed 
with this. 

Another remedy is to beat up the 
white of an egg and apply; let it dry on 
the face and remain for a qua: tor of an 
hour, and then wash off and powder 
well with fine rice powder and let this 
remain on for a few minutes longer. 
Water in which parsley has been boiled 
will also be found of use. Plain lemon 
juice and rosewater will also suit, some 
skins very well indeed. It should be 
borno in mind that if any of these rem- 
edies aro applied at once after the face 
has been caught by the sun, there is 
more chance of a successful remedy than 
if tho sunburn is left severely alone for 
some days. 

A Hint For the Luuudry. 

Never let the laundress, in her com- 
mendable desire to give a gloss to table 
linen, starch if. To produce a high, sat- 
iny polish on damask it should first be 
thoroughly dampened and then ironed 
with a heavy flatiron until it is abso- 
lutely dry. Tablecloths and napkin." 
should never h ave the' ironing board in 
a limp condition. If they aro at all 
moist, they will not only look dull and 
lusterless in the beginning, but they 
will soon loose the shape and trimness 
without which they aro untidy and 
slovenly lookiug, says an exchange.

In Canning Time. 

At canning time tho filling of jars 
may lie greatly expedited by the use of 
a grocer's funnel, and a small milk dip- 
per is the best tiling for ladling out the 
hot fruit or sirup. Never use a rubber 
the second season if possible to procure 
new ones.' When old ones must bo em- 
ployed, drop them to soak a few minutes 
m boiling water previous to using. Set 
tho jars as soon as contents aro cold in 
a cool and dark place. 

How to Keep lee Water. 

A pitcher of ice water laid in a news- 
paper, with tho ends of the paper twisted 
together to exclude the air, will remain 
all night in any summer room with 
ucarcely any perceptible melting of tin? 
ice. 

To Make Nice Dattormllk IJlscnits. 
A quart of flour, a teaspoonful of 
lard, a teaspoonful of soda and ono of 
salt; thick milk for a soft dough. Roll 
half an inch thick, cut out and bake in 
a quick oven.

A Magnificent Sailing: Ship Now at 
the Ouier Wharf— Charred 
Wreckage. 



First Contingent of Danish Colonists 
to Leave for Cape Scott 
This Evening-. 



On Thursday about midnight the 
large four masted British ship Drum- 
cliffe, Captain Davies, was towed 
through a dense fog to tho outer wharf 
by the American tug Pioneer. She hails 
from London, Eng., via Los Angeles. 
She brings cargo consigned to Robert 
Ward & Co. (Ltd.), of this city, to Van- 
couver and to Tacoma, To Loa Angeles 
she brought 2,200 tons of miscellaneous 
freight, this being by -100 tons the larger 
portion of her load. Of the remaining 
1,800 tons now in her hold there are 
about 000 tons to be discharged here by 
Messrs. Cates and McDermott. In the 
passage to Los Angeles the vessel occu- 
pied 138 days, while in the voyage just 
ended she took only 28 days. Nearly a 
week of this time was spent off the Cape, 
where she approached land so close in 
the thick fog that breakers could he 
heard ahead. A series of calms was ex- 
perienced on the voyage and 
the httlo wind encountered took 
the trip to 141 degrees west, and when 
about 00 miles to the westward of the 
Cape she passed a large quantity of 
burned wreckage but nothing distin- 
guishable or belonging, it is thought, to 
any late wreck. The Druinclifl' is a 
magnificent iron bark or " shippantine," 
as described in the American papers.

capacity for 1,000 tons tlead weight, her 
registered tonnage being 2,-lb'S and her 
gross tonnage 2,525. She has a spacious 
deck supplied with a fine steam winch 
for the handling of freight, and the 
men's quarters would create a feeling of 
eovetousnesB on the part of any sailor 
who saw them, while tho captain's room 
is an ideal little place. The vessel's dimen- 
sions are : Length between per- 
pendiculars, 312 feet; depth of hold, 24 
feet; and beam, 42 feet. Ail her house- 
wood is of teak, which being highly 
polished is always kept clean and 
shiny. The vessel is a' model looking 
craft, with her graceful lines and tall 
tubular masts. The Drum line of ships 
is operated by Gillison & Cbadwick, 
Liverpool, and the Drumrock, now due 
from England, and which Captain Davis 
fancied he saw in the distance off Cape 
Horn, will be the largest vessel to visit 
this port. Six times since the Drumclilf 
was launched on the Clyde, nine years 
ago, she has been to San Francisco, and 
has since been to Tacoma. Her skipper 
is remembered by most pioneers of this 
city, for in 18(59 he established a record 
voyage to Esquimau in the ship Harvest 
Home, which brought a cargo of cement 
used in the construction of the Esqui- 
mau dry dock. The captain well remem- 
bers Victoria, and all day yesterday he 
was busy renewing old acquaintances 
who were more than pleased at seeing 
him. There have, the captain says, been 
great changes in the city since he was 
here previously, and the ordy street 
now recognizable to him is Wharf. 

FROM NORTHERN B.C. 

There was no available passenger or 
freight room aboard the steamer Bar- 
bara Boscowitz when she arrived here 
from Northern British Columbia points 
last evening. Seven thousand cases of 
salmon with the usual shipments of furs 
and miscellaneous freight filled the cargo 
part of the vessel to its full limit, while 
besides an extra large number of cabin 
passengers there was a big crowd of In- 
dians. Among the cabin passengers were 
Messrs. Dempster, Williams, D. Wil- 
liams, John Gandison and Rich- 
ards, Rev. Osterhout, Mrs. Jacob- 
sen, Captain and M-ts. Oliver, Mrs. 
Brown and Mrs. Pamphlet. Capt. 
Oliver is, it is stated, to succeed Capt. 
Williams in command of the Boscowitz, 
the latter proposing to retire. When at 
Port Simpson the Caledonia was hauled 
on the ways for the winter season. At 
Alert Bay it was learned that Robert 
Hunt, well known in the North, had 
been drowned while out fishing about a 
fortnight ago. His body was found, and 
instead of a watery grave received 
ordinary burial. The Boscowitz en- 
countered very thick fog and smoke on 
her homeward trip. She met the 
steamer Tees on the Skeena. 

NEW DANISH SETTLEMENT, 

This evening the steamer Mischief, 
Captain Foot, sails on a trip around the 
Island, carrying a small party of eight 
Danes, who propose settling at Cape 
Scott. These form the first contingent 
of the new Danish colony to be estab- 
lished there with the aid of tho provin-

The advance guard are now 
going up to make preparations for their 
fellow-countrymen. They will take 
with them only such imple- 
ments as they require for present need. 
Leaving also on the Mischief is Mr. Ned 
Fregon, a storekeeper at Quateirao, who 
is taking with him considerable supplies. 
A few prospectors going to the Northern 
end of tho island will complete the 
steamer's passenger list. 

NIPPON YUSEN KAISIIA LINERS. 

The local agents of the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha line of steamships received the 
following circular letter from Seattle 
yesterday : " This is to advise that the 
steamship Yamaguchi Mam sailed from 
Yokohama for Seattle via Honolulu 
September 10, and is due to arrive 
here about October 2.

THE ARMENIAN QUESTION. 

Views of Lord Salisbury's Son— Rumors 
of Another Armenian Outrage. 

London, Sept. 15.— Lord Hugh Cecil, 
member of parliament for Greenwich 
and fifth son of the Marquis of Salisbury, 
who has been staying with his fat*"?* fit 
Walmer, has sent a reply to an invita 
tion to attend an indignation meeting 
on account of the Armenian atrocities in 
which he writes: "Every Englishman 
must share in the generous indignation 
aroused by the atrocities perpetrat- 
ed under the infamous government 
of the Sultan. It is most earnestly 
to be wished that the indignation may 
now cease to be confined to our country. 
Unhappily, it would seem that we 
should be dangerously' misleading the 
Armenians if we made;them believe that 
England alone eansave them. Lament- 
able as it is, it appears to be the fact 
that there is strictly no hope for them 
till the feeling abroad at least approxi- 
mates the excitement here. I trust that 
this may soon happen." 

Sir Charles Dilke, who iB an authority 
on European politics and on British im- 
perial defences, has written a long letter 
on the Armenian agitation, in which he 
refers to the proved fickleness of English 
public opinion on the varying phases of 
the Eastern question, and warns the 
country, looking to the weakness of the 
fleet and the u popularity of England, 
against isolated action against Turkey. 
Ho continues, saying: "The fleet 
could force the Dardanelles, but only 
with heavy loss, and at the risk of en- 
tailing a general war, on which our na- 
tional existence would he staked. Forc- 
ible action elsewhere than at Constanti- 
nople by the seizure of material guaran- 
tees, instead of preventing might aggra- 
vate the chances of a massacre at Con- 
stantinople and entail the partition of 
the Ottoman empire between the pow- 
ers, by which we would have much to 
lose and nothing to gain, except a most 
dangerous inheritance impossible to de- 
fend." 

Constantinople, Sept. 10.— Owing to 
the Turkish government's communica- 
tion to the embassies of the powers in 
regard to rumors of another Armenian 
outrage here, the embassies to-day de- 
puted the foreign "Consuls to authorize 
the police to enter foreign Iiouscb when 
necessary and to arrest Armenians 
throwing bombs or shooting therefrom. 

Vienna, Sept. It..— A dispatch to the 
Neu Freie PreBS from Belgrade, Servia, 
sayB it was the Austrian consul who waB 
kidnapped near Seres, Macedonia, by a 
band of Bulgarian brigands, armed with 
dynamite bombs. The consul is also a 
wealthy landed proprietor and a Greek.

RESULTS IN MAINE. 

The Vote Has Exceeded Anything Ever Be- 
fore Known— Unprecedented Repub- 
lican Success. 

Auousta, Me., Sept. 16.— With over 
100 towns to be yot heard from, the Re- 
publican plurality at the state election 
in Maine figures up 46,425, and will 
probably be 50,000 when all ot the towns 
are in. The returns are complete from 
418 towns, cities and plantations in the 
state and from ten of the counties. The 
towns heard from give Powers (Rep.), 
78,040; Frank (Dem.), 82,155; Ladd 
(Pro.), 2,740; Bateman (Pop.), 1,781; 
Clifford (National), 576. Over 82,000 
Republican votes, it is estimated, were 
polled and about 33,000 Democratic. 
The Republican vote has exceeded any- 
thing before known in Maine. The near- 
est approach to it was the 79,401 received 
by Gov. Burleigh in 1883.

ROYAL NAVAL RESERVES. 

Their Efficiency Declared to Be Essential to 
the Supremacy of the British 
Empire, 

Southampton, Sept. 10.— At the meet- 
ing of the Association of Chambers of 
Commerce yesterday the resolution of 
the Bristol chamber of the Royal Naval 
Reserve was adopted. It was : 

" That in the opinion of this assoeia- 
iion, Her Majesty's government should 
without further delay deal with the very 
urgent question ' of providing adequate 
Royal naval reserves, which are abso- 
lutely essential, not only to protect our 
commerce and the food supply of tho na- 
tion, but alBO to insure tho naval su- 
premacy of the British Empire." 

During the discussion upon it Lord 
Charles Beresford urged his hearers not 
to forget that Great Britain was isolated 
in Europe. He fully appreciated, he 
said, the efforts of the humanitarians, 
but Great Britain's present fighting 
forces were unequal to the risks of war 
with a combination of the powers. No- 
thing in history would bo so terrible and 
bloody and shocking. 

After the adoption of resolutions in 
favor of improving the existing canals 
and for the formation of public trusts 
for the acquisition and workings of water 
ways, with power of compulsory pur- 
chase of canals now under the control of 
railway companies, tho meeting ad- 
journed Bine die. 

The correspondent of the Times at St. 
Petersburg calls attention to the ex- 
tremely anti-English tone of the Rus- 
sian press in contrast with the unusual 
friendliness displayed towards other na- 
tions. " While Russopliobia," says this 
correspondent, " is waning in Kngiand,. 
Anglophobia ia growing in Russia, and 
instances even tho Czar's coldness."
